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Foreword 


THE COUNCIL on Nursing Education for the United States and the Council on Nursing Education for 
Canada, both of the Catholic Hospital Association of the United States and Canada, are presenting herewith 
the sixth annual consecutive study made by the Association of schools of nursing. It is significant to note the 
changes which take place in the school-of-nursing field in the relatively short time of one vear, some of these 
changes marking development toward greater educational excellency and others, marking a response to the 
trends toward a reduction in the student body. 

This is the first study of the schools of nursing undertaken separately for the United States and for Canada 
by the two respective Councils which ceased functioning as one body in February, 1934. In view of the exten- 
sive report made upon the status of the Catholic schools of nursing after the Second Quinquennial Survey, it 
will probably be quite unnecessary to present in detail the general statistics concerning the schools. We shall, 
therefore, summarize the available data on these general points rather briefly and restrict our detailed atten- 
tion to a number of special points which have seemed to be of particularly timely interest. Of these acute prob- 
lems, student enrollment, the availability of patients, educational and hospital affiliations, the educational 
status of administrative officers, and the academic development of faculty members are probably of greater 
significance. To these questions another must be added which has particular significance for the Catholic 
school of nursing, the proportion of Catholic and non-Catholic students in our Catholic schools. Upon all of 
these questions the present study throws considerable light. It has thus far been found impractical to attempt 
the determination of Catholic student nurses in non-Catholic schools. It is important that the Association 
should address itself at an early future date to finding an answer for this question. 

It should be remembered, in perusing the subsequent pages, that the hospital field has not as yet reacted 
with the expected rapidity to the change in the economic conditions which we have witnessed during the last 
year and a half. The occupancy rate has not as yet materially improved. In addition the hospital is still 
carrying a twofold heavy burden, an indirect one arising from the burden of implied taxation and the direct 
one arising from the volume of free or partly paid service which the hospital is still forced to render to its 
community. It is likely that in both of these two latter respects considerable improvement has taken place 
but anyone of us will surely grant that we are still a long ways from the peaks of the achievements of 1928 
and 1929 which we have all hoped and are still hoping to reach again. This situation has had an unmistakable 
effect upon the status of our schools. It is highly likely that if the hospitals had not been faced with so many 
and such urgent economic problems during the last five-year period much more could have been achieved in 
our schools in developing academic standards and educational proficiency. 
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The two Councils on Nursing Education since the Nineteenth Annual Convention have been active. Under 
the guidance of the Council, the inspection program of our schools of nursing has been going forward with 
commendable speed and with sincere thoroughness. Up to the present time approximately 100 schools have 
been surveyed and reports concerning them made available to the Council on Nursing Education and to the 
Central Office of our Association. The Council on Nursing Education for Canada has completed its own organ- 
ization during the last six months, has initiated a lengthy series of studies on special nursing and organiza- 
tional problems, has conducted an institute, has stimulated interest in educational affiliations by means of a 
special inquiry sheet, and has held a meeting for a further definition of its program. All this has been done in 
the face of the general economic condition. 

Accompanying the study will be found a series of tables drawn up essentially, as its predecessors were, with, 
however, a number of modifications. In drawing up the present directory, the convenience of the reader has 
been more acutely considered and efforts have been made to achieve consistency in the use of the legend 
letters. While no new features have been added to the directory proper, the results of the special study on 
educational affiliations are embodied in a special table. Hospital affiliations also are separately tabulated this 
year for the first time. Attention should finally be called to the fact that the Directory of Schools of Nursing 
is this year appearing in January instead of April, in an effort at making the directory more generally useful. 

I wish to congratulate the members of the Councils on Nursing Education on their activities and to assure 
them that the Associaton is interested, heart and soul, in the problems which confront these two Councils.

THE slight reduction of the number of schools in 
the Catholic nursing field is noticeable for the year 
1934, the total number being reduced from 382 com- 
plete schools of nursing in the previous year to 372 
in the present one. Six schools of nursing in the In- 
sular Possessions of the United States are also com- 
plete schools. Ten additional schools are not schools 
of nursing in the traditional sense of the word since 
they are integral units in one of the many forms of 
university affiliation and as such, have been thus 
separately classified. There are seven special schools 
of nursing and twenty-three which are incomplete in

Practically all of the Catholic schools of nursing 
have secured state approval. Six, however, are not as 
yet thus approved. All of the special schools of nurs- 
ing, however, have received their state approval. There 
seems to have been a reduction in the total number of 
all the approved schools of nursing in the United 
States. For 1933 this number was 1,656 schools, at 
the end of 1934 it was 1,583 schools. This reduction 
in the general field has given the Catholic schools a 
slightly larger proportion. In 1933 our Catholic schools 
were 23.1 per cent of all schools of nursing, in 1934, 
23.8 per cent.

the corresponding figure for 1933 being 19,531. This 
gives an average for 1934 of 49.3 students and for 
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1933, 49.5 students. This decrease, though slight, be- 
comes significant in the face of the consistent decrease 
since 1929 which we have called attention to in pre- 
vious studies. Since 1929 the average decrease per 
school was 2.4 students. 

An effort was made this year to determine not so 
much the total enrollment of our schools of nursing 
as the enrollment by classes of the three years of the 
curriculum in nursing. Slightly more than 300 schools 
supplied data which were consistent and fairly ade- 
quate for the purpose of our study. It was found that 
in 317 schools there was a total of 15,945 student 
nurses of whom 680 Sister student nurses seem to be 
found in somewhat more than one half (58 per cent) 
of our schools. 

The average size of a third-year class in approx- 
imately 300 schools was 15.8 students; of the second- 
year class 16.4 students; and of the first-year class 
19.5 students. If lay student nurses alone are con- 
sidered, the average class size for the third, second, 
and first class is 15.4, 15.8, and 19.3 respectively ; while 
if Sister student nurses alone are considered, the aver- 
age number in the three classes is 2.4, 2.2, and 2.3 
respectively. The relatively greater stability of the 
Sister student nurse once she enters upon her prepara- 
tion for nursing becomes quite apparent from these 
data. The discrepancies in totaling the number of 
Sisters and lay student nurses separately and as one 
group arise from the fact that a different number of 
schools supplied complete data on the various details 
which we are here reporting. 

Another interesting feature which emerges from the 
study of our tabulations is the greater number of 
schools of nursing which reported no classes this year 
as compared with the number which reported the same 
fact last year. Thus, while in 1933 only six schools of 
those supplying data reported no third-year class, this 
year there are nine; last year six reported no second- 
year class, this year twelve; and finally, while last 
year ten schools reported that they had admitted no 
first-year class, this year thirteen made a similar re- 
port. 

A great deal has been made in recent years of the 
economic loss entailed in admitting students to schools 
of nursing on the basis of inadequately known personal 
data. Other writers have also pointed out the psy- 
chological loss and the dangers to character entailed 
by the dismissal or the voluntary withdrawal of a 
student nurse from a school. Such “academic mor- 
tality statistics” are peculiarly difficult to compile ex- 
cept in the case of an individual school in which the 
factors concerning each particular case are well known. 
For large groups of schools, divergencies of practice in 
records make a study very difficult. With these limita- 
tions in mind attention should be called to the fact 
that in our group of approximately 300 schools the class 
size from the first to the third year diminishes by 
only 4.2 students. Taken by itself this may not be re- 
garded as a very zreat loss but if one remembers that 
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it is 20 per cent of the average size of the freshmen 
class, it must still be regarded as not without special 
significance. We would not imply for a moment that 
our schools are not safeguarding their own interests 
and interests of matriculants adequately through the 
administration of effective methods of selection. We 
would, however, call attention to the fact that even 
with the most careful selection a loss of approximately 
20 per cent of students admitted must still be ex- 
pected. No matter what prognostic procedures con- 
cerning the eventual success of the student nurse are 
adopted, we cannot expect these procedures to be more 
than 75 to 85 per cent effective. This, of course, is 
rather a high degree of efficiency for any academic 
procedure. 


3. The Patient-per-Student-Nurse Ratio 

The patient-per-student-nurse ratio per Catholic 
school has remained remarkably constant since 1929, 
the degree of variation being less than 5 per cent. Dur- 
ing the last year, however, the average patient-to- 
student ratio rose to 2.3 per student nurse, an increase 
of .14 patients per student nurse. This fact, slight as 
it seems, is not without significance since with a com- 
bined bed capacity of 72,673 in 386 hospitals having 
schools of nursing, the average daily patients numbered 
111 as compared with 107 for last year. The increase 
in the average patient-per-student-nurse ratio is, there- 
fore, due not only to a slight reduction of the average 
number of students per Catholic school but also to an 
increase of 3 per cent in the number of patients. 


4. The Professional Standing of the Hospitals to 
which Schools of Nursing are Attached 
The professional standing of the hospitals to which 
schools of nursing are attached has shown a slight im- 
provement. Table I records these details. The Ameri-

can College of Surgeons has extended full approval 
to five additional hospitals while it has given its pro- 
visional approval to five more. For the first time, 
therefore, we find in the group of hospitals to which 
schools of nursing are attached an approval given in 
excess of 90 per cent. Last year we reported 88.2 per 
cent of these institutions which had received either ~ 
full or provisional approval. One hundred and seventy- 
five of the hospitals to which schools of nursing are 
attached are approved for internships by the Council 
on Medical Education and Hospitals of the American 
Medical Association and this number has remained 
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constant during the past year. Four such institutions, 
however, have been added to the list of those approved 
for a clinical residency, while one institution has been 
added to the classification of Teaching Hospitals. 


5. Academic Status of the Faculty in our Schools 

of Nursing 

A problem to which special attention was devoted 
this year was the securing of more complete data on 
the number of schools whose faculty members have 
achieved an academic degree as shown in Table II. We 
found that nine of the Directors of our Schools of 
Nursing have achieved the Master’s Degree, 113 the 
Bachelor’s degree, and nineteen additional Directors 
have advanced standing toward the Bachelor’s degree. 
The corresponding totals for last year were respec- 
tively seven, one hundred and five, and eighteen. This 
year, therefore, 35.3 per cent of the Directors of our 
schools have either already secured their first and 
second degrees or are well on their way toward do-

ing so. Last year the corresponding percentage was 
31.5, a gain, therefore, of practically 4 per cent in the 
course of one year. The largest percentage gain was in 
the number of those who have secured their Bachelor’s 
Degree. 

Two hundred and seven of the schools report having 
an administrative official designated as an “Assistant 
Director,’ of which number 71 or 34.3 per cent have 
achieved their Bachelor’s Degree while sixteen addi- 
tional ones, or 7.7 per cent have advanced standing to- 
ward a degree. Of the 207 Assistant Directors, ninety- 
seven or 46 per cent are lay registered nurses. 

It is clear, therefore, that in our schools there are 
somewhat more than twice as many lay graduate 
nurses who hold the position of Assistant Directors as 
there are of those holding the position of Directors. 
One hundred and forty lay graduate nurses, therefore, 
are employed either as Directors or Assistant Directors 
in our schools. In a small percentage of schools, ap- 
proximately 1.5, only lay graduate nurses are teach- 
ing and are administering the school. 

The teaching members of the faculty in our schools 
show no less a gratifying development. While last 
year 252 instructors in our schools of nursing had 
secured a Bachelor’s Degree, this year the number is 
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281. In addition there are eleven instructors who are 
this year reported as having achieved their Master’s 
Degree. These instructors are in all cases persons who 
devote their time to teaching and not to school ad- 
ministration as Directors. Forty-three of the Directors 
of our Schools of Nursing are lay registered nurses, a 
decrease of five compared with last year. 


6. Advanced Education of the Sister Nursing 

Staffs 

The number of Sisters now taking courses leading 
to a Bachelor’s Degree numbered 764 in 1934 as com- 
pared with 734 in 1933, an increase of thirty or 
slightly more than 4 per cent. These figures were re- 
ported by 206 schools in each of the two years under 
consideration, thus yielding an average per school of 
3.7 and 3.6 Sisters respectively. Of these totals, 528 
attended Catholic Colleges and 237 non-Catholic 
Colleges during 1934, the corresponding figures for 
1933 being 519 and 215, the percentage increases in the 
two groups being two and eleven in one year. 

It is noteworthy, furthermore, that the number of 
Sisters seeking advanced education in the various hos- 
pital specialties increased from 214 in 1933 to 397 in 
1934, an increase of 183 or 46 per cent. Of the number 
seeking advanced education in these specialties, 169 
are attending Catholic colleges or universities and 182 
non-Catholic colleges or universities, the correspond- 
ing totals for last year being respectively 66 and 148. 
The subjects in which the Sisters are seeking advanced 
instruction are tabulated in Table III, from which it is

cbvious that the greatest number of the Sisters are 
devoting themselves to special studies in the nursing 
subjects while laboratory technology, dietetics, radio- 
logical technology, hospital administration, anaes- 
thesia are favored in the order of decreasing frequency 
of choice. 


7. Affiliations with other Hospitals 

The number of schools of nursing supplying their 
curricular deficiencies by affiliation with another hos- 
pital or school of nursing decreased this year to 112 
from 121 in 1933. This decrease is due to the fact that 
larger numbers of schools of nursing did not need such 
affiliation and, therefore, manifests a decided improve- 
ment in our schools. Of the 112 schools, sixty-one 
(43.9 per cent) have secured affiliation with a Catholic 
hospital or school and seventy-eight (56.1 per cent) 
with non-Catholic hospitals or schools. The subjects 
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in which affiliation has been sought and secured have 
maintained the same order of frequency as given in 
previous years in these studies, pediatrics leading with 
by far the largest number, followed in the order of 
decreasing frequency by affiliations in communicable 
diseases, psychiatry, dietetics, obstetrics, etc. 

Only twenty-six of our schools as compared with 
thirty in the previous year have extended facilities to 
other Catholic schools for supplementing their cur- 
ricular deficiencies. These twenty-six institutions have 
made their facilities available to forty schools of 
nursing, thirty-four of them being Catholic and six 
non-Catholic. Just what this situation signifies, it is 
difficult to say. The decrease in the number of institu- 
tions extending affiliation is relatively slight, a drop 
from thirty to twenty-six, but the number of hospitals 
accepting affiliation from these twenty-six institu- 
tions this year, namely forty, marks a decrease of 
twenty-seven or almost one third. The largest number 
of affiliations are extended in Pediatrics and then in 
decreasing frequency in Obstetrics, Dietetics and 
Medical Nursing. 


8. Educational Affiliations 

It is gratifying to report another increase for the 
year 1934 in the number of schools of nursing which 
have secured affiliation with educational institutions. 
As compared with 1933 in which year 96 schools of 
nursing had thus affiliated, we find 107 schools in 1934, 
a percentage increase of our entire number of schools 
of 2.7 per cent from 23.2 per cent to 25.9 per cent. It 
is even more satisfying to note that the number of 
schools at present negotiating for educational affilia- 
tion has also increased from 16 to 24. Whereas, there- 
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fore, in 1933, 112 schools of nursing in the United 
States had either secured or were negotiating for 
educational affiliation, the corresponding number this 
year is 131. It is still too early for us to attempt an 
evaluation of the different plans of affiliation under 
which the schools of nursing are operating with refer- 
ence to colleges and universities. The various plans, 
however, are this year for the first time falling into 
definite categories within which, however, there is 
still a wide degree of diversity. 

We shall attempt below, under the head of, “Educa- 
tional Relationships between Colleges or Universities 
and Catholic Schools of Nursing,” to define the various 
kinds of relationships which have been actually de- 
veloped between schools of nursing and educational 
institutions. 

The number of schools having complete affiliation 
with an educational institution, as classified in our 
previous directories, is five and these five schools are 
integrated into three university schools. The number 
of schools of nursing having partial affiliation with a 
college or university are increased from 68 in 1933 to 
77 in 1934, thirty-five of the latter schools being affili- 
ated with educational institutions for the teaching of 
the basic sciences and 42, for the teaching of other 
subjects. Thirty-two additional schools have secured 
some form of collegiate recognition for their curricula. 
We subtract from these various numbers eight schools 
which have been added twice because of the diver- 
sities in program in the above enumerations. We find 
that this year 107 scheols as compared with 96 last 
year have defined their relations with colleges and 
universities in support of their school of nursing edu- 
cational program.

In our directory of Schools of Nursing we are list- 
ing for the year 1934, seventy-six Catholic schools of 
nursing, an increase of two as compared with the 
seventy-four schools which were listed last year. 
Seventy-two of the seventy-six schools are complete 
in themselves, one is a special school, two are affiliated 
to hospitals for a partial program and one is tem- 
porarily closed with, however, a commitment to be 


reopened. Sixty-eight of these schools have govern- 
mental approval. 

Data are not as yet available this year concerning 
the total number of schools in Canada and the number 
which have been closed during the last year. Assuming 
the total number still to be the same as during 1933, 
our Catholic schools represent 28.8 per cent of all the 
schools of nursing in Canada. 


2. The Number of Students 

By a striking coincidence the number of students in 
the sixty-eight Catholic schools upon which reliable 
figures are available, is exactly the same for 1934 as 
it was for 1933, the number being 3,388. This figure 
gives us the average size of the Canadian Catholic 
school of nursing as 45.7 student nurses. The average 
Canadian Catholic school of nursing is, therefore, 
smaller by four students than the average Catholic 
school of nursing in the United States, a condition 
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which is substantially the same except for a small frac- 
tion as that reported last year. 

While the total number of students is the same as 
in the previous year, some diversities are discoverable 
with reference to the distribution of the students in 
the three classes. Reliable and consistent data on class 
registration are available for fifty-four schools. These 
data yield an average number of lay student nurses of 
the third-year class as 15.6, of the second-year class as 
15.6; of the first-year class as 19.2. Last year the cor- 
responding size of the three classes was respectively 
15.4 lay student nurses, 16.5, and 15. While in 1933 
only fifteen lay student nurses as an average were ac- 
cepted for the first-year class by each school, the num- 
ber thus accepted during 1934 was 19.2. The number 
of first-year lay student nurses, therefore, increased 
by approximately 256 during the last year as com- 
pared with the previous one. 

It is very significant that of the fifty-four schools 
supplying data on class enrollment, forty-six report the 
matriculation of Sister student nurses. Eighty-six per 
cent, therefore, of the Canadian Catholic schools of 
nursing have Sister student nurses enrolled. The data 
yield an average of 5.5 Sister student nurses for each 
school in which Sisters are students. More significant 
still as throwing light upon the development of the 
Sisters in Canada, is the fact that in the lower classes 
the number of Sisters is considerably higher than in 
the upper classes, showing that during the last two 
years and especially during the last year more Sister 
student nurses were admitted into the schools. Thus 
twenty-eight schools report fifty-eight Sister student 
nurses in the third year, an average of two per school ; 
thirty schools report ninety-one Sister student nurses 
in the second year, an average of three, and twenty- 
eight schools report a total of 108 Sister student nurses 
in the first year, an average of 3.9 per school. Only one 
school for each of the three years reported ‘no 
students.” 

The economic problem entailed in the admission 
of students into the school who must afterwards be 
dismissed seems to be relatively significant in the 
Canadian Catholic schools of nursing as is shown by 
the fact that the second-year class and the third-year 
class are approximately the same size not only this 
year but also during 1933. It is as yet too early to 
suggest reasons for the increase in size of the first- 
year class. By reason, moreover, of the rather signifi- 
cant decrease of the size of the first-year class jn 1933 
and 1934, little can be said concerning the extent to 
which academic failure entails an economic loss to 
each school. 


3. The Patient-Per-Student-Nurse Ratio 

The decreased occupancy of the hospitals of Canada 
is reflected in the patient-per-student ratio. Whereas 
the Catholic hospitals in Canada had maintained an 
almost uniform patient-to-student ratio of 3.5 for the 
last few years, a decrease to 3.1 was noted for the year 
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1934. It might be noted, however, by way of com- 
pensation that this ratio is even then not as low as it 
was in 1929 when it reached 2.9. The decrease in the 
patient-to-student ratio is not entirely due to a de- 
crease in the occupancy but in part also to an increase 
from 250.6 to 256 in the average number of beds per 
hospital to which the schools submitting data are 
attached. This average is calculated by omitting four 
large nervous and mental hospitals which have a com- 
bined bed capacity of 8,300. 


4. The Professional Status of the Hospitals to 

which Schools of Nursing are Attached 

The number of hospitals to which schools of nursing 
are attached which have secured the full approval of 
the American College of Surgeons numbers this year 
forty-four in place of forty-nine as it did last year. 
Five hospitals, therefore, have changed their status 
in this respect. On the other hand, the number of such 
hospitals which are provisionally approved has in- 
creased from five to eleven. Therefore, the total 
number of approved hospitals, fully and provisionally, 
has increased from 54 to 55, a condition which prac- 
tically maintains the same status as during 1933. The 
Canadian Medical Association has given its approval 
for internships in four additional hospitals, bringing 
the number to eleven for 1934 in place of seven which 
was the total for 1933. Of the five hospitals which 
have been recommended for approval during 1933, 
four have received their full approval, one is still 
under consideration, and three additional ones have 
been recommended for approval. The number of 
teaching hospitals to which schools of nursing are at- 
tached as listed by the Canadian Medical Association 
still number sixteen as it did in 1933. In Table IV, de- 
tails concerning these data may be found.

5. Academic Status of the Faculty in our Schools 

of Nursing 

The program for advancing the educational status 
of directors, assistant directors, and members of the 
faculty in the Catholic schools of nursing is gradually 
producing results. While one could hardly expect to 
report such progress in statistical tabulations in the 
course of a basis year, it is still noteworthy that at 
least twenty-five schools have one or more instructors 
in nursing who have achieved a Bachelor’s degree on 
the faculty while in six, the Director of the school has 
achieved this academic distinction. The educational 
program for the Council on Nursing Education for 
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Canada is beginning to show results and now that the 
Council has been given autonomy in administration, 
much can surely be expected within the next few years. 


6. Advanced Education of the Sister Nursing 

Staffs 

As far as our records show there has been an in- 
crease in the number of Sisters taking courses leading 
to a higher degree. This fact has raised the average 
number of Sisters who are taking advanced courses 
from 3.1 to 3.4 per school for each of the twenty- 
eight institutions which have begun such a program. 
The increasing interest is also reflected in the growing 
average number of Sisters for each of these twenty- 
eight schools who are taking advanced courses in the 
specialties, this average increasing from 1.7 to 2.4 in 
1934. 


7. Affiliation with Other Hospitals 

An increase of four schools is reported in the num- 
ber of institutions which regard their curriculum as 
complete and which, therefore, state that they do not 
need affiliation with other institutions. The total num- 
ber for 1934 is twenty-seven. Two schools in addition 
to the twenty-five reported last year have found it 
necessary to complete their curriculum by affiliation 
with other hospitals so that at the present time 
twenty-seven hospital schools are thus affiliated. The 
total number of affiliating agreements reach thirty-four 
but since several of the hospital schools are affiliated 
with more than one other institution, the agreements 
really affect twenty-seven of the Catholic schools of 
nursing. Of the total affiliations fourteen are with 
Catholic hospitals and twenty with non-Catholic hos- 
pitals. 

Considerable interest seems to have centered during 
1934 in Canada in increasing the number of affiliations 
for the teaching of communicable diseases, our rec- 
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ords showing an increase from eight to twenty-one. 
A decrease, however, seems noted in the number of 
institutions affiliating for Psychiatry and also for 
Tuberculosis. 

The number of Catholic hospitals and schools of 
nursing in Canada which extend affiliation to other 
institutions has increased from thirteen in 1933 to fif- 
teen in 1934. These fifteen institutions extend the use 
of their facilities to thirteen Catholic and to fourteen 
non-Catholic hospitals, involving a total of 207 stu- 
dents, approximately on the date on which the ques- 
tionnaire was filled out. Since rotation plans are ex- 
tensively in operation for such affiliations, it is prob- 
able that a much larger number of students are 
affected by this scheme. 

The greatest number of affiliations is still extended 
for the subject of Obstetrics, with Surgery and 
Pediatrics next favored. 


8. Educational Affiliation 


The number of schools of nursing which have 
secured affiliation with educational institutions num- 
bers thirty-one—the same number as reported for 
1933. The types of affiliation with educational institu- 
tions are as diversified in Canada as they are in the 
United States. Three schools are affiliated with uni- 
versities for courses in the basic sciences; five for 
nursing courses in various specialties; and one for the 
teaching of cultural subjects. Eighteen schools have 
secured some form of collegiate recognition. The in- 
terest in the subject which has been greatly stimulated 
during the last two years is resulting in the formula- 
tion of plans still in preparation. While the University 
of Ottawa has made considerable progress with its 
program, it is known that other Catholic universities 
and colleges are developing their plans. The contribu- 
tions made by St. Francis Xavier University in Nova 
Scotia are particularly valuable in this field. 








The Directory — Introductory Statement 


The Technique of the Directory 

The data from which the present Directory is com- 
piled were collected practically entirely from the 
returns to the information requests submitted by the 
schools themselves to our organization. Some of the 
features of the Directory, to be sure, are such as could 
be readily obtained from other sources of information 
and these were prepared independently from the 
returns of the hospital in order to economize the in- 
dividual school’s work. In addition, the authors wish 
to acknowledge their indebtedness to such publications 
as the list of schools meeting minimum requirements 
compiled by the National League for Nursing Educa- 
tion and a considerable number of the lists of schools 
of nursing approved in the various states as published 
by the respective boards. The Hospital Number of the 
Journal of the American Medical Association (March, 
1934) also assisted on some of the points which it 
was desired to embody in this Directory. A few other 
sources of information were also consulted, such as the 
report of the Canadian Medical Association and the 
Standardization Report of the American College of 
Surgeons. To the agencies responsible for these various 
publications the authors hereby wish to extend their 
most appreciative thanks. 


The Arrangement of the Directory 

The same technique which has proved serviceable in 
previous years and which has elicited the favorable 
comment of those who have extensively used our publi- 
cation was followed this year. A number of significant 
changes, however, have been made in the hope that 
the Directory may thus prove itself more and more 
valuable to its users with each succeeding year. 

As is well known, the schools of nursing are tab- 
ulated first of all by states for the United States and 
by provinces for Canada, both in alphabetical order. 
Under each state and province, again alphabetized, 
appears the name of the city or town in which the 
school is located, and if there is more than one school 
in a given town, the names of the various schools 
appear in sub-alphabetized order. The second column 
of the Directory presents the street address of the in- 
stitution; the third column, the Sisterhood or Brother- 
hood in charge; the fourth and fifth columns, the 
year of establishment and the bed and bassinet capac- 
ity respectively of the hospital to which the school of 
nursing is attached; the sixth column the number of 
students ; the seventh column the name of the director 
of the school ; the eighth column shows the educational 
affiliation of the institution if such exists. 

It will be noted, furthermore, that we are attempt- 
ing to supply information in this Directory concerning 
the schools of nursing in the Insular Possessions of 
the United States. This feature of the Directory is as 
yet quite inadequate, but we are offering it as a start 
in the direction in which our efforts, we hope, may 


meet with increasing success in coming issues of this 
Directory. 
The Directory Code 


As in previous editions of both the Hospital and 
School of Nursing Directories of our Association the 
technique has been adopted of indicating special in- 
formation concerning the schools by means of code 
letters, the code being reprinted for readier reference 
at the head of each double page. As information con- 
cerning the schools accumulates from year to year, this 
technique is becoming more and more complex and 
even this year the use of numerical subscripts to the 
list has had to be adopted in order to avoid the exten- 
sive use of double letters or other more elaborate 
methods of designation. While we realize the possible 
complexity, we still offer the following list of code 
letters with their attached meanings here, in addition 
to their use at the head of each double page, so that 
our readers may familiarize themselves with the 
sources from which the information was secured upon 
which the present summary was prepared.

THE need of a list of Catholic schools of nursing 
which through their hospitals offer their facilities for 
use by other schools of nursing has been generally felt 
for a long time. Requests for information upon the 
point are constantly being received by nursing and 
hospital organizations. In response to this apparent 
need we have this year, for the first time, attempted 
to supply in directory form such information as has 
been accumulated. Part VII presents data upon 
eighty-eight hospitals, sixty-eight in the United States 
and twenty in Canada, which have extended the use 
of their facilities to other schools of nursing in one or 
more of seventeen subjects connected with or related 
to nursing. These eighty-eight institutions have a wide 
geographical distribution, those in the United States 
being found in twenty-four states and those in Can- 
ada in five of the provinces. For each of these eighty- 
eight institutions our special directory, the first of its 
kind published, as far as it can be ascertained, shows 
not only the state, town, name of the hospital, its 
address, and the general character, the superintendent, 
educational affiliation, etc., but particularly the sub- 
ject for which each institution extends the use of its 
facilities to the students of other schools. 

It would lead us too far to analyze in complete 
detail the implications of these data. These institu- 
tions are, for the most part, hospitals of larger than 
average size since their average bed capacity numbers 
considerably over 180 beds. For the most part they 
are general hospitals of which forty-two are included 
among the list of those extending affiliation, fourteen 
are maternity hospitals and seven nervous and men- 
tal. Approximately five sixths of them are approved by 
the American College of Surgeons, about one half by 
the Council on Medical Education of the American 
Medical Association; nineteen have been approved 
for residencies, while thirty-five are institutions which 
have schools attached to them. 

It will be seen from a glance at the right-hand side 
of this directory that a fair number of institutions are 
offering affiliation in more than one subject. In the 
United States, thirty-five institutions offer affiliation 
in one subject only, sixteen in two, eleven in three, 
and two in four and in five subjects, and one in six and 
in seven subjects. In Canada, eight schools offer affilia- 
tion in one subject, three in two subjects, three in three 
subjects, four in four subjects, one in five, and one in 
six subjects. 
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In the Catholic schools of the United States, affilia- 
tion is extended by thirty-four institutions for obstet- 
rical nursing, by twenty-eight for pediatric nursing, and 
by fourteen for dietetics. In Canada, obstetrical nurs- 
ing is also offered with the highest frequency, affilia- 
tion being extended by ten institutions. Nine schools 
in Canada extend affiliation in general surgical nurs- 
ing, six in medicine, and six in pediatrics. 

We have already pointed out that in the United 
States hospitals extending affiliation are distributed 
in twenty-four states. They seem fairly equally dis- 
tributed, moreover, if their distribution is studied 
from the regional viewpoint. In Illinois, there are 
twelve Catholic hospitals which accept affiliate stu- 
dents from other institutions; in New York, eight; 
in Missouri, five; in Michigan, five; in Washington 
State, five; in Pennsylvania, four; in Texas, two; and 
so on. In Canada, affiliations are extended by institu- 
tions in the five provinces of Alberta, British Colum- 
bia, Manitoba, Ontario, and Quebec, the greatest 
number of such institutions being located in the Prov- 
ince of Ontario in which ten hospitals are rendering 
affiliation service; in the Province of Quebec six insti- 
tutions are doing so. No attempt is here being made 
to evaluate these affiliated services. Our information 
upon them is as yet too inadequate. We are, however, 
presenting such facts as have been made available 
through reports, questionnaires, and conversations in 
the hope that this list may become more authoritative 
in successive years and with the further hope that 
those hospitals which are not utilizing their own 
facilities for the teaching of nurses to the fullest 
feasible extent may be stimulated to open their insti- 
tutions to their less-favored neighbors. 

It might be pointed out in passing that a great and 
an unfulfilled demand seems to exist for affiliation in 
pediatrics, obstetrics, and psychiatry. This need seems 
quite general and apparently is not confined to par- 
ticular regions of our two countries. Since many of 
our Catholic hospitals have excellent and large serv- 
ices at least in two of these subjects, they would seem 
to be in a strong position to enlarge their own educa- 
tional program by taking such steps as are necessary 
by opening their institutions to students of other 
schools of nursing. It is assumed that if such steps 
are taken they will be made with due caution and with 
proper regard for adequate school administration. 
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Part VIII. Advanced Courses in the Nursing Specialties 
to Graduate Nurses and Others 


IN ANSWER to numerous demands, we are pre- 
senting again in Part IX data on advanced courses in 
the nursing specialties to graduate nurses. The present 
is our third effort at presenting such a table in the 
hope that it may be useful to many inquirers. In 
pursuance of the same objective we have attempted 
to make the information in Part IX readily accessible 
and have, therefore, not only given the name and loca- 
tion of the hospital and the usual general informa- 
tion concerning it together with the educational insti- 
tution with which a particular hospital is affiliated 
but have presented in readily accessible form the 
particular advanced nursing courses which the insti- 
tution is offering. 

An inspection of the table which follows this brief 
foreword will show that forty of the Catholic hos- 
pitals of the United States and five in Canada are 
offering advanced courses in nursing. The forty hos- 
pitals of the United States have a combined bed capac- 
ity of 10,912 with 1,326 bassinets and the five in 
Canada a combined bed capacity of 1,375 with 179 
bassinets. Thirty-seven of these Catholic hospitals in 
the United States and three in Canada are general 
hospitals while three in the United States and two in 
Canada are special hospitals. Of the forty institutions 
in the United States, thirty-seven have the full ap- 
proval of the American College of Surgeons, twenty- 
nine have their internships approved, seven have ap- 
proval for residencies, and sixteen are listed as teach- 
ing hospitals. Of the forty institutions offering ad- 
vanced instruction in nursing subjects, thirty-five have 
schools of nursing attached to them, and of these 
nineteen are affiliated with an educational institution. 

In Canada, four of the five schools offering advanced 
instruction in the nursing specialties are approved by 
the College of Surgeons, four have their internships 
approved by the Canadian Medical Association, and 
four have schools of nursing attached to them. 

The subjects in which advanced instruction is given 
are shown in Table I. It will be noted that twelve 
institutions offer advanced instruction in Obstetrical 
Nursing and the same number in Anaesthesia, while 


as many as sixteen offer opportunities for develop- 
ment in Laboratory Technology ; eleven in each Oper- 
ating-Room Technology and Radiological Technology ; 
and six institutions in General Surgical Nursing and 
in Supervision. 

The five schools in Canada offer a total of six ad- 
vanced courses in the nursing specialties. No effort 
has thus far been made to evaluate the adequacy or 
the content of this advanced instruction. We present 
the information as it has been possible for us to ac- 
cumulate it, in the hope that it will stimulate those 
institutions which feel themselves able to inaugurate 
such a program or to develop an already existing one. 

Some of these courses will, undoubtedly, attract the 
attention professional organizations. Schools of 
nursing offering advanced instruction in Laboratory 
Technology will, undoubtedly, in the course of time, 
meet standards already developed by the American 
Seciety of Clinical Pathologists. Standards have al- 
ready been fully defined by the American Dietetic 
Association for courses in Dietetics and the educa- 
tional standards for Radiological Technology are now 
being formulated by the American Society of Radiog- 
raphers. Similar developments in other special lines 
cognate to nursing may be expected. Our table thus 
far makes no effort at recognizing this situation. 
Later editions of it will take cognizance of such de-

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Part X. Educational Relationship Between Colleges or Universities 


and Catholic Schools of Nursing 
Alphonse M. Schwitalla, S.J. and M. R. Kuneifl 


WE HAVE pointed out above in discussing the gen- 
eral statistics of the school of nursing that the num- 
ber of schools of nursing which have succeeded in 
establishing relationships with educational institutions 
is constantly increasing. The time seems ripe, there- 
fore, for attempting a clarification of these relation- 
ships and for defining more fully than has been here- 
tofore possible not only the thought content of the 
term affiliation as applied to the relationships between 
schools of nursing and colleges and universities but 
also to discriminate with a measure of adequacy be- 
tween the various kinds of affiliation. 

Since the term affiliation as now used is applied to 
the relationship existing between 

a) two schools of nursing 

») a school of nursing and a hospital 

¢) a school of nursing and an educational institu- 

tion, 

we suggest that the term “affiliation” be not used 
without a proper prefix defining more fully the type 
of affiliation. It seems desirable to use the expression 
“Hospital Affiliation” when we describe the relation- 
ship between a school of nursing and another institu- 
tion, usually a hospital to which it sends its students. 
The students then become “Students in Affiliation” or 
“Affiliated Students.” From the point of view of the 
home school of such a student, the student nurse is 
“a Student on Affiliated Service.” Whether or not this 
or a similar terminology can be made generally ac- 
ceptable and put into general use is an open question. 
It is certain, however, that such a result is desirable 
and that much confusion in the literature could be 
avoided by a careful observance of the proper distinc- 
tions in both thought and word. 


1. Character of Affiliation 

Relatively simple as it may seem to define the 
relationships between institutions for service affilia- 
tion, the problem of clarifying in a terminology the 
relationship between the school of nursing and the 
educational institution much more difficult. In 
Hospitat Procress we have published discussions of 
these institutional relationships for several years past 
without hazarding a further definition for the simple 
reason that adequate data on existing conditions were 
not readily available or at least were not fully under- 
stood. In our study this year, however, of the data 
submitted by schools of nursing for inclusion in the 
directory and particularly as a result of the discus- 
sions in the meetings of the Council on Nursing Edu- 
cation, it seems at last possible to give a fairly satis- 
factory differentiation of the types of relationships 
existing between schools of nursing and colleges and

universities. Tentatively, therefore, we propose the 
following: 
Class 1. Institutional Integration 

The mutual relationship between a college and university 
and a school of nursing as the result of which the school of 
nursing is an integral part of the college or university organ- 
ization either as a more autonomous unit or 
dependent part of some other division of the college or 
university. The essential feature in such an organization is 
this that the college or university has complete control of all 
phases of the school administration, of the curricular content, 
of the faculty appointments and faculty administration, and 
of the requirements for matriculation, certification, and grad- 
uation. In this relationship the university or college also 
confers the certificate and the degree. 

It is proposed that to such an organization the term affilia- 
tion be not applied but that the inter-institutional relation- 
ships be designated as Institutional Integration. 


or less as a 


Class 2. Institutional Affiliation 

The mutual relationship between a college and university 
and a school of nursing as the result of which the school of 
nursing, while not forming an integral part of a college or 
university has, nevertheless, entrusted to the educational 
institution the responsibility for many, if not all the phases 
of school administration, for the approval of the curricular 
content, for the recognition and approval of the teaching 
personnel and, at least, advisory influence in matriculation, 
certification, or graduation. In such an arrangement. the 
school of nursing confers -the certificate but the college or 


university accredits the school of nursing curriculum “in 
bulk” toward an academic degree. 
It is proposed that this relationship be designated as 


Institutional Affiliation. 


Class 3. Course Affiliation 

The mutual relationship between a college and university 
and a school of nursing as the result of which the school of 
nursing entrusts to the college or university the responsibility 
for one or more courses either by accepting teachers from 
the college or university faculty or by nominating teachers 
from its own faculty for approval by the educational institu- 
tion. In this case, the particular course is regarded as ac- 
creditable by the college or university. A wide variety of 
practice exists under this definition, some of the colleges and 
universities giving the basic-science courses in the school of 
nursing: others, certain cultural courses, and _ still others 
some of the medical or strictly nursing courses. 

It proposed that this relationship be designated 
Course Affiliation, the further designation being added to 
signify a particular subject, thus, Course Affiliation for 
Chemistry. for Internal Medicine, for Religion, etc.

Class 4+. Accreditation 
The mutual relationship between a college and university 
as a result of which the college or university sometimes 
formally, sometimes informally, but consistently as a matter 
of policy, accepts students for advanced standing from a 
particular school and grants them, under stated conditions, 
a stipulated number of college credits toward a professional 


degree. either for the entire curriculum of the school of 
nursing or for certain courses. 
It is proposed that this relationship be designated 


Accreditation. 
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The four types of relationships here defined are all 
represented in the academic organization of schools of 
nursing as our assembled data reveal. Obviously it is 
not intended at this point to attach evaluations to 
any or all of these relationships. Clearly, one of these 
may be more applicable to certain conditions than 
others, and all can undoubtedly be made academically 
sound and conducive to more effective administration 
in schools of nursing. 

Pending a general acceptance of these definitions, 
we are still presenting in our table of educational affili- 
ations data entirely comparable with that in the first 
and second issue of this table, in April, 1933 and 1934. 
A summary statement is presented in Table I. An in- 
spection of this table will show that in the United 
States three universities have integrated into their 
organization a total of five schools of nursing whereas 
in Canada one university has integrated four schoo!s 
of nursing into its organization. In this latter case, 
however, only one of these four is in reality a uni- 
versity school of nursing, the other three schools of 
nursing being affiliated. Partial affiliation has been 
secured in the United States by seventy and in Can- 
ada by eleven schools of nursing. Of the seventy 
schools in the United States, thirty-seven schools have 
entrusted the giving of their basic science courses to 
a college or university, one school is giving only its 
medical and nursing subjects under the auspices of a 
university, and thirty-two schools are giving their 
courses in religion, philosophy, and other cultural 
subjects under such auspices. The corresponding 
totals for the eleven schools of Canada are respectively 
three, six, and two. Forty-six schools in the United 
States and seventeen in Canada have received collegi- 
ate recognition for their curriculum in nursing with- 
out, however, entrusting educational administration 
for their curriculum or any courses to the college or 
university. A total of 121 schools in the United States 
and thirty-two in Canada, or a grand total of 153 for 
the entire Catholic school-of-nursing field have devel- 
oped academic relationships with a college or universi- 
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ty. Reference to Table I will serve to supply details 
respecting these general classifications and at the 
same time will direct attention to the limitations and 
qualifications of the data here being presented. 


2. Number of Colleges and Universities and 
Schools of Nursing Involved in Inter-School 
Relationships 
In Table II, we present a further analysis, by dif- 

ferent classifications of colleges and universities, of 
the institutions to which schools of nursing are affili- 
ated. It will be seen that, in the United States, there 
are fifty-eight educational institutions with which 
schools of nursing have established definite academic 
relationships. Of these fifty-eight colleges or universi- 
ties, sixteen are non-Catholic and forty-two are Cath- 
olic, the sixteen non-Catholic institutions having af- 
filiated with them eighteen schools of nursing and 
the forty-two Catholic, ninety of our Catholic schools 
of nursing. Among the Catholic colleges or universi- 
ties, moreover, one is in charge of the members of the 
Diocesan Clergy and with it, two Catholic schools of 
nursing are associated. Fifteen colleges or universities 
are in charge of Religious Orders of Men and twenty- 
six in charge of Religious Orders of Women, the first 
group having affiliated with them, forty-six and the 
latter, forty-two Catholic schools of nursing. 

In Canada, three non-Catholic and six Catholic col- 
leges or universities have associated with them, 
respectively, three and twenty-nine Catholic schools 
of nursing. Among the six Catholic schools, three are 
in charge of the members of the Diocesan Clergy, 
two in charge of Religious Orders of Men, and one in 
charge of Religious Orders of Women, and these six 
institutions have affiliated with them, respectively, 
twenty-four, four, and one Catholic schools of nursing. 
Although only a year is past since our last publication 
of a table of this kind, significant changes have al- 
ready taken place. Four Catholic schools of nursing 
are affiliated with colleges in charge of Religious 
Orders of Men. The total number of schools of nurs- 
ing having such arrangements remain essentially the

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same in Canada this year as for last year though the 
numbers of two of the classifications have changed 
very slightly, thus the number of schools of nursing 
affiliated with colleges or universities in charge of 
Diocesan Clergy has been increased to twenty-four 
from twenty, while the number of schools of nursing 
affiliated with colleges or universities conducted by 
non-Catholic agencies decreased in one year from six 
to three.

3. Status of Educational Institutions with Refer- 

ence to Accrediting 

The value of educational relationships between 
schools of nursing and educational institutions lies, 
of course, to a large measure in the extent to which 
these relationships are deemed generally acceptable. 
A measure of such acceptability lies in the recogni- 
tion given by accredited agencies. While the most 
important feature of affiliation for the school of nurs- 
ing really lies in the greater facility for giving sound 
education it is, nevertheless, true that membership in 
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and recognition by an accrediting agency of the af- 
filiating college or university is most highly desirable. 
In Table III, we have assembled our statistics on the 
present status of this very important question. Forty- 
five or 77.6 per cent of the affiliating colleges or uni- 
versities have been definitely approved by the regional 
accrediting agencies, while 22.4 per cent have only 
the recognition of their state departments of educa- 
tion. Further details regarding this problem are given 
in Table ITT. 


4. Classes of Educational Institutions with which 

Schools of Nursing are Affiliated 

In Table IV, we present, for the United States, in 
tabular form a study of the relationships which we 
are here discussing with reference to the academic 
status of the college or university. Since three classes 
of such institutions are definitely recognized, namely, 
Junior Colleges, Colleges, and Universities, we have 
attempted to show how many of the affiliating institu- 
tions fall into each category. The junior college has 
taken a very small part in the increase of this devel- 
opment, as a matter of fact, the number of junior 
colleges extending any measure of affiliation to the 
schools of nursing has dropped from twelve to eight 
during the last year. On the other hand, thirty-six 
colleges and fourteen universities, as compared with 
thirty-one colleges and seventeen universities in 1933, 
are now committed to some form of educational pro- 
gram for schools of nursing or for nurses. While this 
table reveals nothing, other than what has already 
been said above, except with reference to the char- 
acter of the college or university, we have thought it 
wise to insert the tabulation. Those who are interested 
will have little difficulty in understanding this ar- 
rangement of data. 

In Table IVa, we present a summary of our data

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with respect to the educational institutions which 
offer courses with collegiate credit in nursing but 
which have not affiliated schools of nursing. Fifteen 
of the Catholic institutions, twelve of them being col- 
leges and three being universities, and four non- 
Catholic institutions, one a junior college, one a col- 
lege, and two universities, offer courses open to nurses, 
presumably as candidates for the Bachelor of Science 
Degree. The total number, therefore, of such institu- 
tions is nineteen.

The situation in Canada is summarized in Table 
IVb. Since there are no junior colleges in Canada, we 
need here consider only the colleges and universities. 
Six Catholic educational institutions have affiliated 
with them twenty-nine Catholic schools of nursing, 
while three non-Catholic universities have affiliated 
with them three schools of nursing, the totals being 
nine institutions with thirty-two affiliated schools of 
nursing. Details may be found by consulting Table 
IVb. 
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5. Religious Orders Conducting Institutions of 
Higher Learning with which Schools of Nurs- 
ing are Afhliated 


The Orders of Men have made themselves partic- 
ularly zealous in establishing these relationships. In 
the United States, eight colleges or universities, con- 
ducted by the Jesuit Fathers, have affiliated with 
them twenty-three schools of nursing, six of the eight 
institutions being universities with twenty-one schools 
of nursing and two of them being colleges with two 
schools of nursing. The Marists and Vincentians have 
each two universities or colleges which have a pro- 
gram with relation to schools of nursing, the former 
two institutions having three schools of nursing, and 
the latter two having ten schools of nursing affiliated 
with them. The Augustinians, the Franciscans, and 
the Fathers of the Holy Ghost have also given evi- 
dence of their interest in these questions by affiliating 
schools of nursing with their educational institutions. 

In Canada, only two Religious Orders of Men, the 
Jesuits and the Oblates of Mary Immaculate, are, at 
present, taking part in these developments. One insti- 
tution of Jesuits has only one school of nursing at- 
tached to it. The institution of the Oblates of Mary 
Immaculate has achieved relationships with three 
schools of nursing. 

On the other hand the influence of the Diocesan 
Clergy in these matters is particularly noteworthy in 
Canada. Three institutions in charge of members of 
the Diocesan Clergy have affiliated with them twenty- 
four schools of nursing, all three of the institutions 
being universities.

The data concerning the various Sisterhoods engag- 
ing in the field of nursing is tabulated in Table VI. 
Among these Religious Orders of Women, the Sisters 
of St. Joseph of Carondelet have associated with them 
a total of nine schools of nursing; the Sisters of the 
Holy Cross have two and the Franciscan Sisters and 
the Benedictine Sisters two others. In the group con- 
trolled by the Sisters of St. Joseph of Carondelet, nine 
schools of nursing are affiliated with four colleges, six 
of the schools of nursing being conducted by their

Similarly two of the colleges conducted by 
the Franciscan Sisters have affiliated with them three 
schools of nursing, all three conducted by their own 
Sisters. Similar data and further details may be ob- 
tained in Table VI. 


6. Number of Students in Affiliated Schools of 

Nursing 

Table VII presents the data which we are here dis- 
cussing under a slightly different aspect, namely, with 
respect to the number of students enrolled under the 
different groups. In the United States, 3,012 student 
nurses are enrolled in the forty-six schools of nursing 
affiliated with the fifteen educational institutions con- 
ducted by Religious Orders of Men, while 2,880 are to 
be found in the forty-two schools of nursing affiliated 
with twenty-six colleges conducted by Religious Or- 
ders of Women. The members of the Diocesan Clergy 
have affiliated with their college, two schools of nurs- 
ing with an enrollment of ninety-eight students, while 
the schools of nursing attached to the sixteen non- 
Catholic colleges or universities have an enrollment of 
956 students. 

In Canada, as will be seen 
Catholic universities under the control of the Diocesan 
Clergy and having affiliated with them twenty-four 
schools of nursing have thus under their supervision 
in excess of eleven hundred student nurses, while 352 
students enrolled in three Canadian Catholic schools 
of nursing receive the benefit of affiliation with three 
non-Catholic colleges or universities. In summary it 
may be said that thirty-two Catholic schools of nurs- 
ing in Canada having an enrollment of 1,074 students 


from the table, three 


enjoy educational relationships with nine colleges and 
universities. Six thousand nine hundred and forty-six 
students in the United States and 1,704 in Canada, a 
total of 8,650, benefit by these educational relation- 
ships.

The wistful look in infant eyes stirs one to won- 
derment about the infant’s future. Not one of us but 
has been stirred to have formulated prophecy concern- 
ing the infant’s destiny, from a study of those vague 
facial traits which are so elusive and yet so haunting. 
The marvel of development is perhaps nowhere more 
obtrusive than in those rapid changes of a child’s face 
which mark his growth from babyhood to childhood. 
No wonder then that we strive to read aright the 
prophetic message contained in the infant’s features. 

Years too have their special characteristics as they 
slip into the world. They come with that same chal- 
lenge as does the human infant, bidding us to exercise 
upon them prophetic powers in forecasting the changes 
from January to December. 1935 has just come. One 
might well stop to discuss its possible development as 
indicated by its present traits. It comes midst vague- 
ness, uncertainty, doubt, but, we hope, not with mis- 
giving. In the environment into which 1935 is born 
we see on all sides problems pressing for solution — 
huge question marks scattered over every race and 
nation and country and organization. Plans for devel- 
opment are uncertain; budgets are tentative; pro- 
grams are merely preliminary. Somehow we have all 
joined in the common psychology of withholding de- 
cisions upon questions on which ordinarily we would 
have a settled conviction. We hope that somewhere, 
somehow, someone may do something which will in 
turn make each of us do something else. We want our 
own plans to mature but we cannot mature them our- 
selves because they depend upon someone else’s doing 
this or that. Decisions are all conditions — “if” has 
become an all-too-common word and a much more 
common frame of mind. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the circumstances of 
our life changing as they do, elicit different charac- 
teristics. Those elicited by our present uncertainties 
demand our faith, our steadfast confidence, and a more 
abounding charity. They demand faith because the 
more uncertain we ourselves are, the more we must 
depend upon the authority and the certainty of others. 
For the believing soul that faith is supernatural in 
its reliance upon God’s Providence and God’s good- 
ness and God’s love for His poor wavering humans. 
Amidst these uncertainties, unshakable confidence is 
demanded because the human being particularly when 
surrounded by vagueness and uncertainty must find 
the solid ground at least under his feet and that 
foundation is the trust we place in God’s unfailing 
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love for us and finally our charity must more com- 
pletely abound because the day is past when we can 
think only of ourselves. We have learned that others 
round about us are worse off then we ourselves. We 
may be sorry for ourselves but we have learned also 
to be sorry for others. The uncertainties of our fellow 
beings have made us more patient in the face of our 
own doubts. 

If the salutation, “A Happy New Year,” has dif- 
ferent meanings in different years, then certainly this 
year, if the meaning is a wish that trust and con- 
fidence may return to the hearts of those to whom we 
wish well. 

If all this is true of the world at large it is no less 
true, if anything, it is even more true, in the hospital 
world. That we are on the upward trend in our census 
no one can deny but the upward trend is still unreli- 
able and vague. We still feel, somehow, that we must 
not trust our own statistics with too complete a reli- 
ance. We are still awaiting with some anxiety to see 
what the meaning of our trends really is. Our invest- 
ment in buildings and equipment is still too much 
at a standstill — not earning at times their own cost 
of operation. Our poor patients come to us with har- 
rowing tales of mental anxiety and expect us to restore 
them to mental equilibrium. Our physicians are in all 
too many places battling for their very sustenance; 
our nurses are complaining of unemployment; our 
own personnel confronts us with problems of salary 
and with the question of thei: content, yet despite all 
this the hospital is exercising in a community a great- 
er influence today than perhaps ever in its history. 
What does it all mean we ask ourselves. Surely we are 
not the ones to give an answer to a question which 
perplexes hundreds of thousands of hospital workers. 
But whatever it all means, it certainly affords us 
grounds for confidence that 1935 somehow will make 
things better for us. Again to the believing heart, the 
future holds every realization of our hope and expec- 
tation. 

As we wish a Very Happy and Blessed New Year 
to the Sisters of the Catholic hospitals, we do so with 
fervent prayer that God may bless with greater cour- 
age and steadfastness all those who guide the destinies 
of our institutions. We pray that the God of courage 
and strength may infuse into us that determination 
to go forward despite obstacles which in the history 
of the Catholic hospital stand out as so distinctive a 
mark of our institutions. May every institution, 
therefore, and each Sister in it experience that won- 
drous blessing of God which will bring to all of us a 
deepening of that faith which is the foundation of 
confidence and an increase in charity which will make 
us more desirous still to serve the sick poor by reason 
of our reliance on God’s blessing. May our charity 
abound the more for the Love of that Christ whom 
we serve in each of our patients but particularly in 
those whose poverty and need makes him more like 
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the Christ whom we have schooled ourselves to see in 


each of those whom we are trying to serve.

Those 
who could not penetrate the mantel of reserve, a cer- 
tain shyness, and an air of mystery, nevertheless, 
found him always a gentleman, always helpful, always 
eager to please and always quick to sense the needs 
and even the thoughts of the person to whom he was 
speaking. Matt Foley’s death on January 4 has de- 
prived many a Sister working in Catholic hospitals of 
a valued personal friend, a wise counsellor, and a de- 
voted co-operator. 

At the time of his death Mr. Matthew O. Foley was 
Editor of Hospital Management to which position he 
was appointed in December, 1920. His apprenticeship 
for this position was served, strangely enough, not 
in the hospital field, but rather in the general news- 
paper field, on several papers in Louisville and Chi- 
cago and still more strangely as sports writer. It was 
a coincidence that brought to his notice a vacancy 
on the editorial staff of Hospital Management but 
with an aggressiveness and prudent confidence that 
was characteristic of him, he undertook his work in 
his new field and did not rest content until he had 
achieved marked distinction. His newspaper training 
had made him resourceful in the management and the 
editing of so important a journal. The conduct of 
his publication is characterized by a clever inven- 
tion and application of new ideas, just as his views 
on hospital activity were distinguished by a remark- 
able inventiveness in the face of administrative and 
other technical problems. 

To the members of the Catholic Hospital Associa- 
tion, it may come as news that Mr. Matt Foley was 
distinguished in the Archdiocese of Chicago as a Cath- 
olic layman of real and successful achievement in the 
field of Catholic Action. It is said of him that for more 
than fifteen years the only occasion on which he 
missed the annual gathering of the Holy Name So- 
ciety in the Cathedral of the Holy Name in Chicago, 
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was on the Sunday immediately succeeding his death, 
January 6. Faithfully, year after year, he reported 
the annual gathering for The New World. Since 1919, 
the year in which it was established, he served as 
Editor of the Holy Name Page in the weekly issue of 
that important Catholic weekly. He was chairman, 
also, of the press committee of the Archdiocesan Union 
and director of publicity for the Holy Name Society. 
He served too, for the last four year, as the Chicago 
representative of the N.C.W.C. News Service and 
through this position became widely and intimately 
acquainted with the Catholic activities in the Middle 
West. 

In the general hospital field, Matthew Foley’s name 
will be remembered as founder of National Hospital 
Day, the observance of which has since become inter- 
national. For this achievement, he was voted a special 
award by the trustees of the American Hospital As- 
sociation. As a writer on hospital matters, his numer- 
ous contributions to the pages of his own journal were 
marked by a pronounced practicality. His book Hand- 
book of Management shows the same trait. 

It is consoling to all of us, who were his friends, 
that his death, in its spiritual beauty was worthy of 
a man who was designated by his own pastor, the 
Reverend Father Cyril F. Meade of St. Joseph’s 
Parish, Downers Grove, Illinois, as a daily communi- 
cant. It is thus described in The New World of 
January 11, 1935: “On Friday night, surrounded by 
his wife and nine children, with the priests of the 
parish leading in the Rosary, Mr. Foley made the 
responses with his family until the fourth mystery was 
completed and then silently passed to his eternal 
reward.” He had received Holy Communion every day 
during the three months of his illness. His oldest 
daughter, Sister Mary Denise, of the Sisters of Provi- 
dence of St. Mary-of-the-Woods, who was professed on 
January 23, was unable to be present at this beautiful 
death bed. 

Mr. Foley’s many friends among the Catholic Hos- 
pital Sisters will join in extending their sympathy to 
Mrs. Matthew Foley and the ten remaining children, 
to Mr. Foley’s three brothers and his three sisters, 
and surely also to his mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Foley, 
of Louisville, Kentucky. While we mourn the passing 
of a hospital expert whom we were proud to know as 
an unswerving Catholic we commend his beautiful, 
devoted, and unselfish soul to God. R.I.P.— A. M. S.,

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Final Report of the Committee on the Grading of Nursing Schools 


THE long-expected summary of the findings of the 
Final Report of the Committee on the Grading of 
Nursing Schools has at last appeared. It is rare that 
a final report of a project, which has continued over a 
period of years, lives up to one’s expectations. In the 
present case, however, we cannot but say unhesitat- 
ingly and sincerely that this report approaches one’s 
expectations extremely closely. No doubt, every com- 
mentator on the publication and every critic will be 
able to point out any number of things which he would 
have gladly seen included. The present commentator 
is no exception. He too would have preferred a some- 
what more intensive treatment of the curriculum of 
schools of nursing and more stress upon the develop- 
ment of nursing schools and their relationship to nurs- 
ing theory. But, after all, so much on both of these 
topics is included in the report that criticism on the 
score of its less adequate treatment might well be 
designated captious and carping. 

The first two chapters present in summary form 
much of the data which had already been made avail- 
able in previous publications. The summary in Chapter 
III, however which is entitled “What Should a Pro- 
fessional Nurse Know and Be Able to Do?” although 
reprinted from the “Activity Analysis of Nursing,” 
by Miss Ethel Johns and Miss Pfefferkorn, is wisely 
reprinted and included as a part of the Final Report. 
Without such inclusion, it may be safely said that 
much of the book might have lost its real significance. 
Chapter IV, which deals with the nursing schools as 
institutions giving apprentice training, is incisive and 
definite. Those who have given thought to the sub- 
stitution of graduate nurses for student nurses, through 
the elimination of schools of nursing, will find ex- 
tremely valuable data collected in Chapter V, “How 
Can Hospitals Provide Nursing Service?” 

Chapter VI, “The Essentials for a Basic Professional 
School” contains the most important and significant 
recommendations. The chapter touches briefly, but 
emphatically, upon the board of control, the financing, 
the qualifications of the director, the faculty, the 
student qualifications, the curricular content, the 
inter-school relationships, and the public relations of 
our schools of nursing. If Chapter VII, “What Most 
Nursing Schools are Like” paints a less satisfying 
picture than is assembled in the previous chapter in 
which the ideal school is described, we can only say 
that the ideal gains in importance by being juxtaposed 
to the existing reality. 

Chapter VIII, “Certain Conditions Which Should 
not be Tolerated in Schools of Nursing,” continues the 
study of existing realities while Chapter IX, “Courses 
for Graduate Nurses,” X, “The Right Nurse for the 
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Right Patient” and XI, “The Way Ahead,” take a look 
into the future and tell us, not only what we must 
expect, to make nursing a high-grade profession but 
also what we must strive for each in his or her own 
way to bring about the desired result. After this brief 
summary, it is scarcely necessary to remark that the 
Final Report marks a turning point in the history of 
Nursing Education in this country, a turning point 
which will undoubtedly show not only a different, but 
a better condition in the schools of nursing of the 
future. 

The statistically impatient student who is interested 
in a special group of schools of nursing, such a group, 
for example, as that constituted by the Catholic 
schools of nursing, will rush precipitately into a com- 
parison. Many a paper could, of course, be written 
upon such a study. We might single out, in a prelimi- 
nary way, some of the most obvious facts which are 
apparent on a merely cursory examination. It is stated, 
for example, that most of the hospitals having schools 
of nursing attached have been approved by the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons. In the Catholic nursing school 
field, 90 per cent of the hospitals have been thus ap- 
proved. If, in the general field, approximately one half 
of the hospitals with schools of nursing attached have 
been approved by the American Medical Association 
for internships, we find that in the Catholic hospital 
field exactly 42.3 per cent have been so approved. In 
the whole field, so it is stated in the Final Report, about 
20 per cent of the hospitals having schools of nursing 
are approved for residencies. Upon this point, the 
Catholic schools are distinctly backward since only 3.6 
per cent of our institutions have received this distinc- 
tion, the reasons having been discussed on many pre- 
vious occasions. The Final Report states, moreover, 
that about 50 per cent of the schools of nursing are 
attached to hospitals having less than seventy-five 
patients per day and that 38 per cent of the schools 
are attached to hospitals which have more than 100 
patients. Our totals show for the same two figures, 51 
per cent and 39 per cent of the schools respectively. 

Concerning the student body, the Final Report 
quotes an average size of 43 students for all the schools 
of nursing in the United States. The average size of 
the Catholic schools is, for 1929, 51.7 students, for 
1933, 49.5 students and for 1934, 49.3 students. 
Seventy-five per cent of all schools of nursing are said 
to be smaller than seventy-one students and 12 per 
cent larger than 100 students, a total of 87 per cent in 
these two categories. Our figures for the corresponding 
total show 88.7 per cent of the schools for 1929 and 
86.8 per cent for 1933. In the Catholic nursing school, 
however, only 6.8 per cent of the schools, as contrasted

with 12 per cent in the general field, are larger than 
100 students. 

Concerning the admission qualifications of students 
the Final Report gives the percentage of the schools 
demanding high-school graduation in 1929 as seventy- 
three while in 1932, 90 per cent of the schools en- 
forced this requirement. Among the Catholic schools in 
1929, 87 per cent, and in 1933, 97 per cent, enforced 
this requirement. 
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The base line for the new era in Nursing Education 
has been drawn with accuracy and emphasis. The 
structure can now be erected and we hope that it 
may become one worthy of the energy, accumen, and 
the vision and devotion of those students and writers, 
directors and workers who are responsible for the 
work of the Committee on the Grading of Nursing 
Schools.

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BOOKS REVIEWED 


Massage and Remedial Exercises in Medical and 

Surgical Conditions 

By Noel M. Tidy, Member of the Chartered Society of 
Massage and Medical Gymnastics; Sister-in-Charge of the 
Massage Department, Princess Mary’s Royal Air Force Hos- 
pital, Halton. 429 pages. Illustrated. William Wood and 
Company, Baltimore, 1933, $5.25. 

This book is arranged more on the order of an epitome, 
and, according to the preface, it was primarily intended for 
students who wished to prepare for the Conjoint Examination 
in England. Evidently the pubiishers feel that it should cover 
a broader field by finding a place with the physical-therapy 
technicians in this country. 

In describing the various topics, much space and effort is 
spent in outlining the causes, pathological changes, and 
symptoms, while under many of the headings only casual 
reference is made to the physical treatment. It is unfor- 
tunate that the topics of bursitis and injuries about the 
shoulder are handled so casually and incompletely. It would 
have been better to omit lobar pneumonia and leave it for 
regular nursing routine. However, the authoress does ad- 
mirable justice to the chapters on fractures, dislocations, and 
nerve injuries, and it is here where the presentation of mas- 
sage and exercise is at its best, and should withstand the 
critical inspection of expert technicians who are ever on the 
search for the why and wherefore. 

All in all, the book presupposes a fairly good knowledge 
of medicine. The outline form of presentation makes it a 
very convenient source of reference for the well-trained 
technician, and it should fill a long-felt want from this angie, 
but its use as a textbook for one-year students especially, is 
very questionable. — A.J.K., M.D. 


Materia Medica for Nurses 

By Lois Oakes, S.R.N., D.N. and Arnold Bennett, M.P.S. 
E. & S. Livingstone, Publishers, 16 and 17 Teviot Place, 
Edinburgh, Scotland, 1934, Price 7/6 net. 

This handbook has been devised to meet the special needs 
of the nursing profession and succeeds admirably in its pur- 
pose. The language is clear and concise. The type is large 
and easily legible. Judicious use has been made of large type 
to distinguish important preparations and statements from 
the less important contents. 

While, naturally, this book, based on the British Pharma- 
copeia, is written for nurses practicing in the British Isle; 
and the Dominions, the practices advocated will, with few 
changes, be applicable to American hospitals. Certain pro- 
cedures, as for example, the application of leeches are seldom 
made use of in this country at the present time. The pharma- 


ceutical preparations listed differ somewhat from those base. 

on the United States Pharmacopeia. The authors are to be 

congratulated on the production of a very useful text. —

Modern Drug Encyclopedia and Therapeutic Guide 

By Jacob Gutman, M.D., Phar.D., F.A.C.P., Pages I 
XVI, 1-1393, Published by Paul B. Hoeber, Inc., New York, 
1934, 

The strength and the weakness of this volume is well 
stated by the author in his Foreword: “An endeavor is here 
made to present without favoritism or discrimination all the 
non-official products — proprietary, patented, Council-Ac- 
cepted, and others, that are popular with the medical profes- 
sion. Descriptions, statements, analyses, and all other data 
are offered without change or comment, but as found avail- 
able in the numerous standard works and references con- 
sulted, or as obtained from the producers and distributors 
of the respective products.” Since the author prints 8160 
modern, non-pharmacopeal, medicinal preparations (1875 
drugs and chemicals, 535 biologicals, 860 endocrines, 1563 
ampule medicaments, 209 medical foods, 129 mineral waters, 
2344 individual and group allergens and 642 miscellaneous 
products) it can readily be seen that this treatise gives in- 
formation not easily obtained without its aid. 

On the other hand, however, the intentional absence of a 
competent critical evaluation of the laboratory and clinical 
evidence found in the literature or submitted by the manu- 
facturers in support of their product, renders the volume of 
doubtful value as a safe therapeutic guide. If a new prepara- 
tion must be employed, it seems quite clear that both phy- 
sician and patient will fare better if a test is made with those 
listed in New and Non-Official Remedies published annually 
by the American Medical Association, for such a listing 
means that the article has successfully passed an examina- 
tion designed to protect the medical profession and the pub- 
lic “against fraud, undesirable secrecy, and objectionable ad- 
vertising in connection with proprietary medicinal articles.” 

The book is well printed and bound; all the preparations 
and their manufacturers or distributors are arranged alpha- 
betically which insures as the author states on page V, ease 
in locating a preparation and gives equal consideration to all 
products and producers. There is also a 60-page bibliography.

poverty, chastity, and obedience 
so many years ago. 

The sermon was delivered by the Very Reverend George 
J. Donnelly, who chose for his text these suggestive words 
from the Canticle of Canticles: “I sat down under His shadow 
whom I desired: and His fruit was sweet to my palate” — 
from which he evolved inspiring thoughts, applicable not only 
to the jubilarian and her sisters in religion, but to all faithful 
souls as well. The speaker interpreted the symbolism of this 
text, explaining how, in this passage from Holy Writ, Christ 
is represented as a Tree, which, in truth, is not merely figura- 
tive language, since on every Catholic altar there is planted 
the Tree of the Crucifix, under whose shadow the faithful 
seek repose, and whose Fruit —the Bread of the Eucharist 
—they find sweet to the palate. By unfolding various im- 
plications of this passage, he indicated the wealth of mean- 
ing hidden in the words of the inspired writer and urged his 
audience to continue to meditate independently and indi- 
vidually on a well-nigh inexhaustible theme. During the Holy 
Sacrifice, the Sisters’ choir sang the Cum Jubilo Mass in 
Gregorian chant. 

Theresa Gubry, known in religion as Sister Rose, was born 
in St. Louis, Mo., and entered old Saint Mary’s Convent, on 
Third and Gratiot Streets, on January 10, 1874, when ihe 
congregation was still in its infancy. She was invested in ihe 
holy habit on December 8, 1874, by Mother M. Odilia, the 
Venerable Foundress of the Community of the Sisters of 
Saint Mary, who, with five companions, had left kindred and 
native land two years previously, braved the hardships and 
dangers that usually attend the work of pioneers, and with 
undaunted courage established in a strange country the nu- 
cleus of the present Congregation. 

In the summer of 1878, the yellow fever, which attacked 
the southern states for intervals between 1800 and 1878. 
broke out afresh. In response to a call for volunteers to care 
for the fever-stricken victims, Mother Odilia sent to Memphis, 
Tenn., five members of her little community, of whom four 
soon succumbed to the dread malady. A few days later three 
more Sisters left St. Louis to carry on the work of these 
victims, while five, including Sister Rose, went to the little 
town of Canton, Miss., on a similar mission of mercy. Al- 
though all these Sisters were stricken with the fever, all, save 
one, recovered. 

During the six decades .of her religious life, Sister Rose has 
had the rare opportunity to watch and to participate in the 
remarkable growth of her Community. From its humble and 
obscure beginning in 1872, she has witnessed its steadily 
widening sphere of activity and influence until today it oc- 
cupies a noteworthy position in the national field of Catholic 
hospital work and nursing education. 

With the lengthening of the shadows, Sister Rose may 
justly look back with satisfaction upon a long life rich in 
achievement for her God, her Community, and her fellow 
men. and, gauging progress in the future by accomplishment 
in the past, she has every reason to see down the vista of the 
coming years further victories won by the Congregation of 
which she has the honor of being a pioneer.

STUDENT NURSES PLAYED SANTA CLAUS TO PATIENTS AT 
ST. VINCENT’S HOSPITAL, SIOUX CITY, IOWA 


A Century of Hospital Service 

November 25, 1934, marked the 106th anniversary of the 
coming of the Sisters of Charity of St. Vincent de Paul to 
St. Louis, Mo., where they began caring for the sick of the 
community in a three-room log cabin. This was known as the 
first hospital west of the Mississippi River, the property of 
which had been donated in 1823 by John Mullanphy, mil- 
lionaire philanthropist, to His Excellency, Most Rev. Joseph 
Rosatti, D.D., the first Catholic bishop of St. Louis. Bishop 
Rosatti applied to Mother Elizabeth Seton, head of the 
Order of the Sisters of Charity, at Emmitsburg, Md., for 
nurses to operate the institution. However, it was not until 
five years later that Mother Seton sent four Sisters to St. 
Louis. The first superior of the hospital was Sister Frances 
Xavier, who was head nurse for five years. 

As their needs grew, the Sisters had buildings erected. In 
1831, a small brick structure was built, and four more Sis- 


ters came from the mother house. Shortly thereafter a

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cholera epidemic broke out, and the Sisters donated the 
building for the care of cholera patients, assisting with the 
nursing. In 1849 and 1866, the Sisters served as nurses dur- 
ing similar epidemics, and, during the Civil War, cared for 
wounded soldiers. In 1856, all the patients in the City Hos- 
pital were transferred to the Mullanphy Hospital, when the 
former institution was destroyed by fire. 

In 1872, the Sisters purchased a b-ock of land, and erected 
a larger hospital, the old building having become too small to 
accommodate the increasing number of patients. The new 
structure was built at a cost of $150,000. The main building 
was four stories high, and the wings on both sides were three 
stories high. It had a capacity of 300 beds, 50 of which 
were private rooms. Special departments were provided for 
surgery, general medicine, and charity cases. During the 
years that followed, the Mullanphy Hospital continued suc- 
cessfully, both in point of service and finances. However, on 
August 26, 1930, with the opening of the new De Paul Hos- 
pital, Mullanphy Hospital was abandoned. Almost two years 
later, in February, 1932, it was opened as the Ozanam Shel- 
ter, a home for indigent men, under the care of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society. 


Children’s Hospital Planned 

Plans are being formulated for the construction of a 
children’s hospital in Pueblo, Colo., and it is expected that 
erection of the proposed building will be started early this 
year. It has been decided to erect the new building as a 
wing to the present St. Mary’s Hospital. This will effect a 
considerable saving, since the operating-room, X-ray, and 
aboratory, heating and laundry facilities will be available 
at no extra cost. It is proposed that FERA iabor be used in 
the construction work. This hospital will prove a progressive 
step in the hospitalization of children, as the only institution 
of this type in the Rocky Mountain region is located at 
Denver. 

Story of War Nuns 

The current issue of Carry On, national organ of the 
Women’s Overseas Service League, carries an article on the 
organization and overseas activities of Base Hospital Unit 
102, contributed by Etta Mullen, a member of the Boston 


| Unit of the League. The article reveals that the Loyola Base 


Hospital Unit was the first and only band of Sisters from 
the United States to engage in overseas work, and was the 
first base hospital to be sent from the U. S. to the Italian 
front. It was organized by Dr. J. A. Dana, of New Orleans, 
chief surgeon of the medical department of Loyola Universi- 
ty, and was named in honor of that institution. The patriot- 
ism and generosity of Mrs. John Dibert, of New Orleans, 
who donated $100,000 for equipment, made it possible to 
send the Unit overseas. 

The article goes on to‘state that “Though it was organ- 
ized by a Catholic surgeon and the nursing department given 
over to the Sisters of Charity, the Loyola Base Hospital 
was absolutely non-sectarian. The money donated was the 
gift of a non-Catholic and doctors and nurses of all denom- 
inations were included in its corps. The personnel numbered 
350 members, and they were prepared to carry on the work 
of a 1,000-bed hospital. The chief nurse, Sister Chrysostom, 
had been for many years in charge of St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
Birmingham, Ala., and the other nine Sisters had been 
selected from nursing schools and hospitals in this coun- 
try.” 

An Interesting Christmas 

On December 22, the Christmas activities of St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, Providence, R. I., were opened with the annual 
party for children of the out-patient department. Sister St. 
Robert, X-ray technician in the out-patient department, and 
Miss Rose R. Schaub, hospital social worker, were in charge 
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of the arrangements for the party. A glee club, comprised 
of a group of Providence school teachers, planned the enter- 
tainment, which included games and refreshments. Santa 
Claus was present, and each child received a gift. Various 
organizations throughout the city provide these gifts each 
year. The Legion Post of Providence also distributes gifts to 
the children in the hospital wards each year. Adult patients 
are also entertained at this time. The Providence Festival 
Chorus, which consists of about 35 singers, visits each floor 
of the hospital Christmas Eve and sings carols. The nurses 
also hold a party of their own on Christmas Eve at the 
nurses’ home. 

By means of the microphone system, the music and ser- 
mon at the Mass on Christmas Day are broadcast to those 
who are unable to leave their beds. During this season, many 
gifts are received at the hospital, but, perhaps, none is more 
interesting than that which is donated by a Providence 
woman each year, to be given to the first New Year’s baby 
born on the Feast of the Circumcision. The gift consists of 
a layette. 

Nurses’ Club Meets 

On December 10, the regular monthly meeting of the 
Catholic Nurses’ Club, of New Lork City, was held at the 
Hotel Commodore. Mr. Breslin, of the Citizens’ Welfare 
Committee, addressed the gathering, explaining the work 0‘ 
the Committee and appealed for hearty co-operation. It was 
voted to make a donation to the work of the committee. 
Father O'Connell, moderator of the club, delivered an in- 
formal address, in which he stressed the duty of preparing 
for a truly Catholic Christmas. 

Following the club meeting, the weekly class in training 
for public speaking met, and discussed the subject of movin” 
pictures, with special reference to aiding the work of the 
Legion of Decency and practical ways of co-operating with 
it. The next meeting of the class, held December 17, dealt 
with the subject “Human Sterilization.” 


Sodality Receives New Members 


On December 8, the Feast of the Immaculate Concep- | 


tion, an impressive ceremony was held in the chapel of St. 
Agnes Hospital, Fond du Lac, Wis., when 17 new members 
were solemnly received into Our Lady’s Sodality. A talk on 
“The Modern Girl” was delivered by Rev. Julian Voskuh!, 
C.Ss.R., chaplain of the hospital. The Sodalists had prepared 
for the reception by a nine-day novena and a triduum for 
Pope Pius XI. 

On December 13, reports on the convention of the young 
ladies’ section of the Milwaukee Archdiocesan Council of 
Catholic Women, held December 2 in Milwaukee, 
presented to the members of the Sodality. 

On December 21, nurses of the hospital were entertained 
at a Christmas party. Gathered about the tree in the stu- 
dents’ lounge, the nurses sang carols in the early evening, 
and later Santa Claus distributed the gifts, games were 
played, and refreshments served in the school auditorium.

Priest Writes of Roentgen 


Some interesting memories of William Conrad Roentgen, 
discoverer of the X-ray, are contained in an article by Rev. 
J. P. Donaghey, of the Incarnate Word Hospital, San Antonio, 
Tex., published in the current issue of the magazine Roent- 
gen. Father Donaghey studied under Roentgen in Munich 
from 1904 to 1907, and did postgraduate work under the 
German scientist from 1921 to 1923, the year of Roentgen’s 
death. 

Father Donaghey relates that Roentgen was a man of 
simple tastes, indifferent to money. He refused to patent his 
X-ray inventions, and the money he received when awarded 
the Nobel Prize in 1901 was lost during the collapse of 
Germany’s financial structure following the war. The article 
states that Roentgen invited Father Donaghey into his study 
where he showed him the original apparatus that he used 
in his discovery. Soon after, it was taken to the museum at 
Munich, where it is still on display.
